throughout the summer with informa-

grain states, in which it maintains 
one region center, 
thirteen

centers and 174 special stations, from 
which telegrams are received daily, 
and reports disseminated. Daily bul-

rainfall at these stations are publish-

and 
distributed to approximately 2,775 dif- 
ferent people. 
Similar services deal- 
ing with cotton weather conditions 
cover the eleven principal cotton 
states and consist of data gathered in 
thirteen centers through 175 special 
static-Tis.
